At ten o’clock, the 
night of December 9, President 
Castro ordered the arrest of all 
British and, German subjects 
— most of these, however, were 
released. Great Britain and Ger- 
many retaliated by seizing the 
Venezuelan vessels at La Guayra. 
President Castro would not stand 
such indignities. He defied Eng- 
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land and Germany, and called to 
his people : “Ann, arm ! They 
come! The Dutch 1 The Dutch! ” 


OVERLAND FROM PARIS 
TO NEW YORK. 


Last summer M. de Windt, a 
Parisian made an overland jour- 
nev from his native city to New 
York. M. de Windt wi.^hed to 
see what prosp)ect there was fora 
railroad between the two cities. 
He says the northwestern portion 
of Siberia is rich in gold and 
copper. The mines that have 
been opened are operated entirely 
by the Russian government, and 
no one not a Russian is allowed 
to export the metals. Just across 
the Behering Sea are the U nited 
States gold fields in Alaska. 
From the western! ost point of 
Alaska over to Siberia is only 
forty-six miles. True, almost 
insurmountable difficulties stand 
in the way ; but e’er now skillful 
engineers have overcome obsta- 
cles, which, to the world seemed 
insurmountable. 

The immense ice packs in the 
sirait render a bridge impossible ; 
besides, such violent gales sweep 
that part of the sea that a passing 
train would be in danger of being 
blown from the bridge. The only 
other expedient is to build a tun- 
nel forty-six miles long. Such an 
idea seems well-nigh foolish ; but 
across the Behring Strait, are 
three small islands, almost equal 
distances from each other. It 
seems as if they were put there 
by divine fore-knowledge. On 
each of these would have to be 
an air shaft ; for, in so long a tun- 


nel the smoke would become suf- 
focating. 

No doubt most of us of tlie 
risinsT Sfeneration will live to see 
such a railroad, and perhaps, be- 
fore we die, we may be able to say 
we have traveled from New York 
to Paris overland and underland.
